— Aiui  they  have  hun»bly  appealed 
to  heaven  lor  the  jiiltnefs  of  their  caufe, 
when  they  cannot  produce  a  Tingle  ar¬ 
gument  to  ihew  the  equity  of  their 
claim,  if  decided  either  by  tlie  principles 
of  law  or  equity. 

Should  the  leginators  of  Great 
Britain  have  been  weak  enough  to  com¬ 
ply  witli  the  prayer  of  thele  very  mcKleft 
and  mofl  humble  petitioners,  what 
would  have  l^een  the  eonfequence  ? 

Tlie  natives  of  this  country  would 
have  found  thcmfclves  opprelTed  with 
an  iminenfe  debt,  and  heavy  taxes,  and 
with  an  enormous  charge  aniuially  in- 
crcaling,  lor  proteililing  a  great  and 
j)Owevfiil  nation,  who  rcfiifed  to  bear 
any  part  ot  thefe  burdens.  Would  not 
they,  in  tiiis  cafe,  have  had  a  good  rea- 
fon  to  murmur  at  the  partial  folly  of 
their  governors,  and  have  had  juft  caufe 
for  riling  in  rebellion  againft  tlieni  for 
tluis  wantonly  facrilicing  their  juft 
rights  ? 

But  fiippofing  things  ftiould  have 
been  carried  with  a  more  moderate 
hand,  and  troubles  and  infniredtions 
fupnrefl'ed,  would  not  the  people  in  this 
ifland,  opprelled  with  taxes  in  fueh  an 
enormtms  tV.gree,  while  their  brctliren 
in  America  were  freed  from  all  the  pub¬ 
lic  cxpcnceof  government,  ligh  forlhofe 
Meftin^r.  they  law  the  w.tliers  enjoy,  and 
therefore  defert  this  ciirfed  illand  (as  it 
might  in  that  cafe  have  been  calleth, 
and  go  to  the  happier  regions  in  tlw* 
weft  :  y\nd  would  not  the  memory  of 
the  minifter  who  hatl  been  the  mean 
of  aocomplifliing  this  happy  revolution, 
<Ier,'rve  to  be  adored  by  all  pofteri- 
ty: 

We  fl'.nl!  l  y  and  by  fee  what  would 
have  been  the  hlcftinps  the  inhabitants 
of  this  illand  would  then  have  enjoyed, 
in  exchange  for  thofc  they  polTefs  at 
prefent. 

The  Americans,  till  very  lately,  have 
acknowledged  the  right  that  Great  Bri¬ 
tain  undoubtedly  has  to  limit  their 
trade  and  navigation  ;  but  upon  what 
principles  can  Britain  think  to  limit 
their  pretenfioiib  to  be  freed  of  all  re- 
ftraints  fa  this  cafe,  as  well  as  with  re¬ 
gard  to  taxation  ?  I  acknowledge  1  can 
difeover  nonq^ 

If  it  (ball  be  f.tid,  this  power  is  refer- 
ved  to  Britain  by  their oiiginal  ehnrtcrF, 
]  anfwcr,  it  is  not  more  clearly  implied 
in  thefe  t!i.au  the  right  of  taxation. 
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If  it  lhall  be  faid  that  they  have  uni¬ 
formly  acknowledged  this,  and  fubmit- 
ted  ti>  the  excrcifc  of  this  power,  1  an¬ 
fwcr,  the  fame  may  be  faid  as  to  taxa¬ 
tion, and  every  other  exertion  of  juridic;^! 
authority  till  the  prelent  sera:  and  if  it 
iliall  be  allowed  that  Britain  has  now  no 
right  to  tax  the  Americans,  will  not  the 
fame  arguments  that  are  now  employed 
to  free  them  from  llic  one,  be  equally 
valid  for  freeing  them  from  the  other, 
whenever  they  ihall  chiife  to  claim  an 
exemption  from  thefe  reftraints  ? 

Hence  then  it  appears,  that  the  pre¬ 
fent  conteft  with  America  is  not  an  idle 
claim  for  ufclefs  fuperiiaity,  but  a  con- 
tvll  for  the  very  exiftence  of  this  ftate. 
For  Ihould  their  dem.nnds  have  been 
complied  with,  it  would  have  been  iin- 
j>()lhble  to  preferve  this  flaie  from  utter 
ruin  in  a  ihort  time. 

It  were  ten  times  belter  for  Britain 
that  America  fliould  be  independent, 
than  to  have  her  as  a  fubjt<^  di<!tating  to 
our  rulers,  and  prefciibing  laws  to  onr 
legillators,  and  reaping  all  the  benefits 
of  civil  government  without  any  of  its 
burdens;  for  Britain  may  fublift  by  her- 
fcir,  and  retain  her  independency,  but  it 
would  have  been  impoflible  for  her  to 
have  exift^d  at  all,  under  that  kind  of 
government  that  nnift  have  taken  place, 
l»ad  their  demands  been  complied  with. 

I  propofed  to  have  entered  into  a  cri¬ 
tical  icview  of  the  conduct  of  the  A- 
mericans  from  the  beginning  of  this  con¬ 
teft,  with  a  view’  to  demonftratc  from 
thence  that  .independence  has  been 
their  aim  from  the  very  beginning;  but 
from  the  eiixrnmftances  taken  notice  of 
incidentally  tluongh  this  cflay  that  point 
to  that  end,  and  from  their  having  novv 
clearly  declarcti  Ihemfelves  for  iinlepen- 
der.cy,  I  lhall  not, enter  more  minutely 
into  titat  difcnftiiin. 

In  anoth.er  letter  I  fliall  make  a  few  re¬ 
marks  on  the  reftraictson  thtir  trade,  fo 
often  mentioned  and  little  underftood, 
and  lhall  conclude  .with  fome  obferva- 
tions  on  the  confeqnences  that  would 
rcfnlt  to  the  Americans  ihemfelves, 
fiioidd  they  Ire  fo  ‘unfortunate  as  to  Ihc- 
ccfd  in  the  prefent  conteft.  It  is  a 
doubt,  how  far  Britain  would  !>e  a  lofrr 
by  parting  with  them  intircly,  if  they 
arc  not  to  he  put  upon  a  belter  fooling 
than  formerly  ;  but  there  is  little  roont 
'to  entertain  a  doubt  about  the  fate  4»f 
the  Americans,  ihould  they  be  abandoned 
.  intircly  tu  thcmi^lvcs.  Timoleon;

The  general  had  rtceired  a  liberal  ; 

cdiicativon  in  Ireland,  his  native  I 
country,  before  he  went  into  the  army,  I 
and  was  indeed  endued  with  talents  i 
which  would  have  led  him  to  eminence 
in  any  profeflion.  His  own  he  ftudied 
with  felicity,  which  f(K)n  diftinguilhed 
hii  military  abilities ;  but  war  and  con- 
queft  having  no  other  charms  to  him 
than  at  the  ncccfl'ai7  means  of  peace  and 
happinels  to  mankind,  he  Hill  found  Ici- 
fure,  in  the  midft  of  camps,  to  cultivate 
an  excellent  tafte  for  philofophy  and  po* 
Hte  liler.iMirc.  To  thefe  he  added  a 
caietnl  dudy  of  the  arts  of  government 
and  the  rights  of  mankind  ;  looking  for¬ 
ward  to  that  time  when  he  might  dc- 
feend  into  the  ftill  feenes  of  private  life, 
and  give  a  full  flow  to  the  native  and  ac¬ 
quired  virtues  of  a  heart  rich  in  moral 
excellence. 

Alv  VC  e  ghtcen  years  ago  he  had  at- 
ta'tied  the  rank  of  captain  in  the  17th 
regimen! ,  iimler  gen.  Monckton,  and 
flo*>d  full  in  the  way  of  higher  prefer¬ 
ment,  having  borne  a  ihare  in  all  the  la- 
hou*-  of  our  American  wars,  and  the  re¬ 
duction  ol  Canada.  Ill-fated  region  !  — 
O',  irt- lighted  mortals!  Little  did  he 
f  .rrlee  the  femes  whirh  that  land  had 
f:  li  ill  rrte»-vc  for  him  !  Little  did  thofc 
geiu-rouN  Ameri-  ins,  who  then  flood  by 
h  s  luie.  they  were  aflilling  to  fub- 
d  a  (  'Untry,  which  w'oiild  one  day  be 
1  Id  11  •  over  us  as  a  greatei  feonrge  in 
t  -  luri'.s  of  friends,  than  ever  it  was  in 
ll'.e  Iniuls  of  rnemies  ! 

I’c  tliiTeforc  chofe  America  as  the 
fcld  of  his  future  uftfulnefs;  and,  as 
f^'vin  the  bleflings  of  peace  were  re- 
flored  to  hi-  country,  and  duty  to  \ih 
lovcieign  would  permit,  he  took  his 
Lave  of  the  army,  and  having  foon  con- 
niwtcd  himfelf  by  marriage  with  an  an- 
timt  and  honomaMe  family  in  the  pn>- 
Timc  ot  New-^  ork,  lie  chofe  a  delight- 
fr.l  leiiu-ment  upon  the  hanks  of  Hiid. 
ion  ft  river,  at  a  dittance  from  the  ni>ife 
ol  the  laify  wiuld  Having  a  heart  <liN 
tmdid  Nsith  IhpcvoLikv,  and  panrine 
to  d*»  gmul,  he  Anm  acquired,  wiihoiit 
rmrt.ng  it  trom  his  neighbours,  that 
authjiity  which  an  opni.ui  of  fuperior 

U.cnt«  and  n.f4.xibJc  iiucgrily  ne\cr  fail 
to  create. 

In  this  mofl  eligible  of  p’j  fltuations, 
tac  bte  \il  a  coiimry  gcntlcmari,  den-.in*- 


its  moft  exquifite  relifli  from  rcflc^lion 
upon  part  dangers  and  paft  fcryices,  he 
gave  full  fcope  to  his'  philofophic  fpirit, 
and  taftc  for  rural  elegance.  Sclf-fatif- 
fl.ed,  and  raifed  above  vulgar  ambition, 
he  devoted  his  time  to  fweet  domefHc 
intercourfe  w’ith  the  amiable  partner  df 
his  heart,  friendly  converfc  w  ith  men  of 
worth,  the  ftudy  of  ufeful  books,  and 
the  improvement  of  his  favourite  villa: 
Nor  from  that  happy  fpot  did  he  wMh 
to  ftray,  until  he  fliould  receive  his  lalt 
fummons  to  happinefs  more  than  terreC* 
trial. 

But,  when  the  hand  of  power 
Itretched  forth  againli  the  land  of  hit 
rthdence,  he  had  a  heart  too  noble  not 
to  fympathize  in  its  diftrefs.  From  that 
fatal  day — and  oh  !  that  it  had  never 
found  a  place  in  the  volumes  of  time— 
from  that  fatal  day,  in  which  the  firft 
American  blood  was  fpilt  by  the  hoflile 
bands  of  Britilh  brethren,  and  the  bet¬ 
ter  genius  of  the  empire,  veiling  l'*et 
face  in  anguifh,  turned  abhorrent  from 
the  ftrife  of  death  among  her  children — 

1  fay,  from  that  fatal  day  he  chofe  his 
part. 

Although  his  liberal  fpirit  placed  him 
al)Ove  l(K'al  prejudices,  and  he  confidcr- 
ed  himl'elf  as  a  member  of  the  empire  at 
large,  yet  America,  ftruggling  in  the 
caufc  eif  liberty,  henceforth  became  his 
peculiar  country ;  and  that  country 
took  full  poirtflion  of  his  foul,  lifting 
him  above  this  earthly  drofs,  and  every 
private  affedion.  Worth  like  his  could 
be  no  longer  hid  in  the  fliades  of  obfeu- 
rity,  nor  permit  him  to  be  placed  in  that 
inferior  flation  with  which  a  mind,  great 
in  humility  and  felf-denial,  would  have 
been  contented.  It  w  as  wifely  confider 
ed  that  he  who  had  fo  well  learned  to  o- 
l»ey  w  as  lift  ell  to  command  ;  and  there¬ 
fore,  being  well  affured  of  his  own  heart, 
he  refigned  himfelf  to  the  public  voice, 
nor  heiitated  a  moment  longer  to  accept 
the  important  commillion  freely  offered 
to  him,  and,  with  the  flrmnefs  of  another 
Kejkulus,  he  bid  farewel  to  his  peaceful 
retirement  and  domcllic  endearments. 

His  principles  of  loyalty  to  his  fovc 
;  reign  Iw’hom  he  had  long  fcaed,  and 
^  whofe  true  glory  confifts  in  heaung  thofc 
t  flreaming  wounds)  remained  firm  and 
unlhaken.  Love  to  onr  brethren,  whom 
I  w-  mull  oppofe ;  the  interchange  of 
go^l  orTces,  which  had  fo  intimately 
,  kmt  the  bonds  of  friendfhip  betweea 
J  them  and  u?  ;  the  rrcmoiy  of  tbofe  bet,- 
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ter  days,  in  which  we  fought  and  tri¬ 
umphed  together ;  the  vail  fabric  of 
mutual  happinefs  raifed  by  our  union, 
and  ready  to  be  diflblvcd  by  our  diiTen- 
tions ;  the  annihilation  of  thofe  nume¬ 
rous  plans  of  improvclnent,  in  which  we 
were  engaged  for  the  glory  of  the  em¬ 
pire — all  thefe  con fiderat ions  confpired 
to  render  this  conieft  peculiarly  abhor¬ 
rent  to  him  and  every  virtuous  Ameri¬ 
can,  and  could  have  been  outweighed 
by  nothing  earthly  but  the  unquench¬ 
able  love  of  liberty,  and  that  facred  du¬ 
ty  which  we  owe  to  ourfelves  and  our 
pofterity. 

Hence,  as  appears  from  his  papers, 
even  in  the  full  triumph  of  fuccefs,  he 
moll  ardently  joined  his  worthy  friend 
gen.  Schuyler  in  praying,  that  “  heaven 
may  fpeedily  re-unite  us  in  every  bond 
of  affection  and  intcrell ;  and  that  the 
Britilh  empire  may  again  become  the 
envy  and  admiration  of  the  univerfe, 
and  flourilh^'  till  the  confummation  of 
earthly  things. 

The  Canada  expedition  is  one  of  thofe 
meafures  which  the  enemies  of  Ameri¬ 
can  peace  having  firll  rendered  nccefla- 
ry,  will  now  ftrivc  to  mifconflrue  into 
hollility  and  olfcncc  :  But  when  authen¬ 
tic  proofs  were  obtained,  that  a  people 
profelTng  a  religion,  and  lubje<5led  to 
laws,  different  from  ours,  together  with 
numerous  tribes  of  favages,  were  infti- 
gated  and  preparing  to  deluge  our  fron¬ 
tiers  in  blood,  let  God  and  the  world 
ju<lge  whether  it  was  an  a6l  of  offence  ; 
or  rather,  whether  it  was  not  mercy  to 
them,  to  ourfelves,  to  the  whole  Britilh 
empire,  to  ufe  the  means  in  our  power 
for  frullrating  the  barbarous  attempt. 

Indeed  there  was  benevolence  in  the 
whole  plan  of  his  expedition.  It  was  to 
be  executed,  not  lb  much  by  force  as  by 
pcrfiiafion  ;  Hill  appearing  in  the  coun¬ 
try  with  fiich  refpedlable  ftrength  as 
might  protect  the  inhabitants  from  the 
infiilts  and  vengeance  of  thofe  who  were 
Itriving  to  make  them  lift  up  their  rc- 
bnilant  arm  to  the  (bedding  fraternal 
blood.  It  was  further  wilbed  to  kindle 
up  the  expiring  lamp  of  liberty  among 
them  ;  to  open  their  eyes  to  its  divine 
clfulgence,  and  enable  them  to  raife 
their  drooping  head,  and  claim  its  blef- 
fings  as  their  own. 

This  was  a  work,  in  all  its  parts  foiled 
to  the  genius  of  a  Montgomery.  He 
had  a  head  and  heart  which  equally 
pointed  him  out  as  a  fit  guide  io  fuch 


an  undertaking.  He  underftood,  and 
could  well  explain  the  bleflSngs  of  a  free 
government.  Pcrfuafion  dwelt  upon 
his  tongue.  He  had  a  foul,  great,  dlun- 
tercftcd,  affedionate,  delighting  to  alle¬ 
viate  diflrefs,  and  to  diltufe  happinefr. 
He  had  an  indullry  not  to  be* wearied 
out,  a  vigilance  not  to  be  impoled 
upon,  and  a  courage,  when  nccclfary, 
equal  to  his  other  abilities. 

But  dill,  with  a  few  new-raifed  men, 
of  different  colonics,  and  perhaps  diffe¬ 
rent  tempers — ill  Ibpplied  with  arms 
and  ammunition — worfe  difeiplined-- 
unaccudomed  to  look  cannon  in  tlic 
face — to  make  or  mount  a  breach— In 
fuch  circumdanccs,  I  fay,  and  in  the 
Ihort  fpace  of  an  autumnal  and  winter 
campaign,  in  rigorous  northern  climes, 
to  atchieve  a  work  which  cod  Great 
Britain  and  the  colonics  the  labour  of 
feveral  campaigns  ;  and,  what  was  a  la- 
crifice  of  infinitely  more  value,  the  life 
of  the  immortal  Wolfe.  This  certainly 
required  a  degree  of  magnanimity  be¬ 
yond  the  ordinary  reach,  and  the  exer¬ 
tion  of  the  highed  abilities  of.  cvciy 
kind. 

The  command  and  condu^^  of  an  ar¬ 
my  were  but  fmall  parts  of  this  under¬ 
taking.  The  Indians  were  to  be  treat¬ 
ed  with,  red'ained,  and  kept  iit  ten'.pcr. 
The  Canadians  were  likcwdfe  to  be  ma¬ 
naged,  protcided,  and  fupported ;  and 
even  bis  own  army  in  Tome  degree  to  be 
formed,  difcipiiued,  animated,  accuf- 
tomed  to  marches,  incampments,  dan¬ 
gers,  fatigues,  and  the  frequent  want  of 
neceifarics. 

Camps,  of  all  worldly  feenes,  often 
exhibit  the  greated  pidurcs  of  didrefs. 
The  Tick  and  the  wounded,  the  ilying 
and  the  dead,  as  well  as  the  W'ants  and 
fufferings  of  the  living — all  thefe  call 
forth  the  mod  tendrr  feelings,  and  re¬ 
quire  of  a  general,  that,  to  the  courage 
of  a  foldicr,  he  (hould  unite  the  utmod 
benevolence  of  a  man. 

Our  general  poffeffed  .thefr  qnitetL^ 
qualities  in  the  highed  ludre,  of  which 
there  arc  numerous  tedimgnies,  not  on¬ 
ly  from  his  own  army,  but  from  the  pri- 
foners,  EngliOi  as  well  as  Canadians, 
now  amc>ng  us. 

When  his  men  laboured  under  f.i» 
tigue,  wanted  bread  and  other  ncceO'a- 
ries,  had  their  beds  to  make  in  fnow  or 
deep  moraffes,  they  were  afhafoed  to 
complain,  finding  that  he  was  willing  to 
fbare  in  the  execution  of  whatever  be 
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rorrr.v*ntUt^  ;  and  thf  example  which 
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tongue,  and  need  not  be  mentioned  iB 
this  place.  His  abilities  in  negociatio'n, 
the  preeifion  with  which  the  various  ar* 
tides  of  treaties  and  capitulations  arc 
exprcllld,  the  genet ous  applaule  he 
gives,  luH  oidy  v>  cv.cry  worUiy  effort 
of  his  own  olVicers,  hut  to  tlie  com- 
luauding  officer  and  garrifon  of  St 
John’s,  his  noble  declaratit)n  to  the  in- 
lijhltants  of  lVI»»ntreal,  “  that  the  conti- 
fiental  arirdes  defpife  every  ad  of  op- 
prefTion  aiul  violence,  being  come  for 
the  exprefs  purpi.fc  of  giving  liberty  and 
Iccnriiy  — all  thefe,  1  lay,  did  honour 
to  hiniftir,  and  to  tliat  obligated  body 
under  whofe  anthori’y  lie  acted. 

Having  a'ppro.aehed  thole  plains  which 
the  blood  of  vVolfe  liath  confecrated  to 
•  livtiii  r>  fame,  our  hcrv>  feeir.ed  emu- 
huio  i.:'  his  glory,'  and  animated  with  a 
kliiilvid  fpirit.  Tile  lituation  of  his  ar¬ 
my  prviVed  dilpalch.  Snows  and  froft 
<*Mly  vpiickened  his  ir.olions.  He  ho¬ 
ped,  by  one  fiicc'd'Vful  Itroke,  before  the 
arrived  of  iuccourG  to  the  garrilon,  to 
rompleic  l\is  jxlau,  and  lave  the  fiiiurc 
efi'uiion  cf  niueh  blood.  He  further 
llattered  hiiifeif,  that  In"  fuccefs,  if 
Ipeedy,  might  h.avc  fome  influeuce  upon 
rarllament  in  hafienix'g  a  reconciliation* 
He  uu(!erlto(,d  that  maxim  of  Folai-d — 

No  ohfl.icle  rnoiiM  break  our  refolu- 
tlon,  wlven  tiiere  is  but  a  momei}l  i»e- 
t'.vtcn  a  bid  filu.alion  and  a  worfe.” — 
'I'liH  lentuneut  lie  e'lprcfTe.^  in  his  lad 
lett'T  V. ith  a  fp'ilt  of  modefiy  a'xd  a 
Icrde  ot  d’j'y,  as  '.veil  as  the  danger  at¬ 
tending  it,  whii  h  ought  to  l>e  for  ever 
leeordul  to  bis  gdory — “  I  n.al!  lie  lor¬ 
ry  to  be  reduced  to  tliis  mode  of  attack, 
beeuife  1  know  liie  melancholy  confe- 
i]uenecs  :  but  the  approaching  feverity 
ol  the  leafon,  the  weakncls  of  the  garri¬ 
fon,  together  with  the  nature  of  the 
woiks,  point  it  t'lit  too  llrong  to  be  paf- 
l.xl  by.  l  ortiip.e  oUeii  liafiles  the  molt 
langu.ne  expectations  of  poor  mortals, 
I  a  '1  not  iiuoxic.itnl  with  the  favours  I 
have  received  at  her  hand.- ;  but  1  tiiink 
l!arc  is  r.  lair  prolpedt  of  fnccefs.” 

1  'xor  mortals  indcn!  !  if  noliilng  was 
t  X  r.main  of  tiicm  after  death  ;  for, 
Nx  M’le  he  was  courting  this  fnecels,  and 
ghiiiouhv  hvMilii'g  /-jn  hie  troops  in  the 
front  of  fi.meer,  he  i.'eiived  the  fatal 
flr(d  c,  whicli  in  an  indant  releafed  his 
great  Ipirit  to  follow  and  jxiin  tlie  im- 
inot  lal  fpiiit  of  Wolfe  ! 

thou  fwift- Winged  mefungcr  of  df- 
UrUvtio:',  how  didll  thou  triumph  ia 
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tTiat  moment!  The  ftroke  that  fevered 
Montgomery  from  his  army  deprived 
them  of  more  than  a  meinhei .  It  reach¬ 
ed  the  vitals,  and  Aruck  the  whole  body 
\sith  a  temporary  death.  As  when  the 
forked  lightning,  darting  through  the 
fored,  amid  the  black  tempeHs  of  night, 
rends  fome  towering  oak,  and  lays  its 
honour  in  the  dull,  the  inferior  trees, 
which  it  had  long  flieltered  from  the 
florm,  ftand  mournful  around — fo  Hood 
the  altoniilied  bands  over  their  tallen 
chieftain  ! — nor  over  him  alone,  but  o- 
ver  others,  in  their  prime  of  glory,  pro- 
Itrate  by  his  tide. 

Such  examples  of  magnaifimity  filled 
even  adverfaries  with  veneration  and 
erteem.  forgetting  the  foes  in  the  he¬ 
roes,  they  gathered  up  their  breathlefs 
remains,  and  committed  them  to  kin¬ 
dred  dud  with  pious  hands,  “  anil  fu¬ 
neral  honours  meet — So  may  your 
own  remains,  and  particularly  thiuc,  O 
Carleton  !  be  honoured,  lliouid  it  ever 
be  your  fate  to  fall  in  hofillc  fields  !  or 
if,  amid  the  various  chances  of  war, 
your  lot  Ihouhl  be  anuuig  the  prifouers 
and  tlie  wounded,  may  you  be  didiii- 
guinied  with  an  ample  return  (»f  that 
benevolence-  which  )ou  have-  (Ik-wh  to 
others.  Such  ofliccs  of  humanity,  fof- 
teuing  the  favage  fccncs  e)f  war,  will  in¬ 
title  you  to  an  honour  which  all  the 
pride  ot  concji'ed  canned  bclUiw — much 
lefs  a  couqueit  over  fellow-fubjeds  con¬ 
tending  for  the  common  rights  e>f  Iree- 
men.

Pvery  man  has  a  ualmal  and  ori¬ 
ginal  feeling  which  tells  him,  that  he  is 
free  and  independent,  and  in  no  period 
of  fociety  doe«  this  prineiplc  exeit  itfelf 
with  fuch  vigour,  as  in.  the  rude  and  fa¬ 
vage  date. 

llcforc  1  proceed  to  ednblin)  the  truth 
o*'  ti'is  obferv  ilion,  i  lhali  be-g  leave  to 
lay  elo\''a  one  principle,  which  may  be 
g-rauted  !./  all,  vi'/..  Thai  in  the  date  of 
nature,  ail  men  are  on  a  footing  of  qua¬ 
lity.  Then  tl.ere  it  no  luburdinatioi:  cf 
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ranks,  nor  is  there  any  didiniftion  with 
regard  to  propi  rty  ;  no  one  can  pretend 
to  fay,  This  is  my  dave,  this  field 
mine,  that  fiehl  is  yours :  But  as  foon. 
as  men  enter  into  focicty,  tliey  arc  o» 
bliged  to  give-  up  many  of  thefc  rights, 
w'hich  they  f  umeily  enjoyed  in  com¬ 
mon.  From  this  period  wc  may  elate 
the  origin  of  llavcry.  » 

“  Slavery  (fays  a  celebrated  writer) 
the  edablilhing  a  light  which  renders 
one  man  abfolule  mailer  of  the  life  and 
fortune  of  another.”  It  feems  to  have 
been  the  inleiiilon  of  Providence,  that 
there  Ihouldbe  fume  didiiuition  of  ranks 
in  focicty  ;  that  is,  that  there  fhould  be 
poor  and  rich,  and  that  the  former 
Ihould  depend  upon  the  latter  for  their 
fubfidence;  and  we  have  tite  greatelf 
reaibn  to  Ihiiik,  that  in  proportion  as 
the  rikh  treat  the  poor  with  judice  and 
humanity,  fo  (liall  they  be  rewarded  lu 
the  courfe  of proviircnce.  This  confidei  a- 
tion  dioiild  teach  tiiofe  w  ho  have  been  pla¬ 
ced  in  a  more  exalted  fpberc  in  life,  to- 
treat  Mieir  inferiors  with  bunianily,  to 
confiderlhcm  as  creatures  of  the  fame 
fpecics,  endowetl  with  the  lame  powers 
and  paflions,  and  lufceptible  of  the  lame 
feelings.  It  is  the  voice  of  nature.  Sir, 
that  no  man  has  a  right  to  tnflave  a  fel¬ 
low-creature,  and  to  uft*  him  vvorfe  than 
a  bead  of  burden  ;  and  the  voice  of  na¬ 
ture  is  the  voice  of  Coil.  If  we  Ihonld 
trace  llavcry  to  its  origin,  wc  lhall  ftiid,. 
that  it  was  founded  on  inhnmanit\, 
cruelty,  and  unboiinded  ambition. 

U  is  allowed  by  all,  that  one  nation 
has  a  rigid  to  make  war  upon  anedhev 
when  Ihi think  thtmleivcs  injured, 
and  that  th'^’fe  who  arc  atiacVed  have  a 
right  to  defend  Ihemfrlves;  and  there¬ 
fore,  if  war  is  allowable,  it  nii.fl  be  al¬ 
lowed,  that  one  nation  has  a  right  to 
conquer  another.  But  tliis  does  by  i  o 
means  include,  that  they  have  a  ligH  to 
endavc  them  ;  and  the  reaibn  is  obvious, 
becaurc  the  conquerors  cannot  any 
longer-  plead  the  right  of  felf-defercc 
and  piefervation,  for  which  we  fuppofe* 
they  have  entere-d  into  the  war,  and 
therefore  if  they  cn.Oave  the  vancjuilhed, 
rt  mud  be  either  lograliry  their  pride, 
ambition,  or  cruelty.

How  often  have  we  feen  great  empires 
flouriftiing  under  the  aufpices  of  liber¬ 
ty,  where  Nature  fcems  almoft  to  have 
denied  every  thing  ?

How  happy  arc  w’e  in  this  country,  who 
tafte  the  fweets  of  liberty  !  and  how 
careful  ought  we  to  be  to  preferve  it  ? 
Rejoice  with  me,  my  dear  countrymen, 
that  a  flave  cannot  breathe  the  air  of 
Great  Britain  ;  but  let  us,  at  the  fame 
time,  (bed  the  fympathetic  tear  for 
thofe  unhappy  wretches  who  arc  groan¬ 
ing  under  the  iron  rod  of  flavery.

Afy  Dear  Sir, 

HAVE  the  pleafure  of  informing  you 
of  my  fafe  arrival  here  on  the  a8th, 
after  an  agreeable  palTage  of  twelve 
weeks  from  Plymouth,  during  which  I 
have  enjoyed  a  mo  A  perfedf  ate  of  health. 

Since  the  Ihip  canne  to  her  moorings,  1 
have  been  moft  c<unfortal>ly  lodged  in 
this  little  town,  which  affords  almoft  e- 
very  convenience  and  luxury  of  life  in 
perfedion.  The  bell  provifions,  fiuits, 
and  vegetables  of  every  kind.  The  ap¬ 
pearance,  at  firft,  is  hy  no  means  pro- 
vnifing.  It  is  fituated  at  the  bottom  of 
ftupenduous  mountains  of  rock,  upon  a 
VoL.XXXIII. 
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barren  Tandy  foil :  but  the  markets  a- 
bound  w’ith  plenty  of  every  thing  defirie- 
ablc,  after  a  long  fca  voyage.  It  will  re^ 
main  a  lading  monument  of  Dutch  in- 
duftry.  No  nation  but  the  Dutch 
could  poffibly  have  effeded  it :  beftdet 
the  utmoft  indefatigable  pcrfcverancc,  it 
has  coft  the  States  upwards  of  ten  mil¬ 
lions  of  rix-dollars,  and  at  prefent  the 
revenues  fcarcely  defray  the  cxpcnccs. 

The  price  of  every  thing  is  regulated 
by  the  governor,  fo  that  no  impofttioti 
can  ever  take  place. 

In  the  interior  country,  which  I  am 
told  at  the  diftance  of  twenty  miles  is 
pretty  well  fettled,  there  grow  very  con- 
liderablc  quantities  of  wheat :  but  the 
great  granary  of  the  Cape  is  farther 
back,  and  corn  is  tranfported  hither  at 
the  diftance  of  one  month’s  journey. 
They  drive  all  their  waggons  with  oxen» 
of  which  they  have  an  exceeding  fine 
breed,  greatly  exceeding  our  Engliih 
cattle. 

I'heir  horfes  arc  fmall,  well  made  and 
fpirited,  and  are  generally  iifcd  to  the 
faddlc,  and  for  carriages. 

It  is  at  this  port  the  French  are  o- 
bliged  to  fupply  their  fettlements  at 
Mauritius  and  Bourbon  with  corn  ;  but 
the  French  credit  is  not  at  all  times  fuffi- 
cient,  and  their  fhips  fometimes  lye  in 
the  bay  for  months,  till  the  Dutch  mer¬ 
chant  is  fatisfied.  In  the  French  fettlc- 
ments  they  have  no  money  circulating; 
all  is  paper  circulation  and  government 
fecurity ;  to  neither  of  which  Mynheer 
will  give  faith.  At  prefent  there  arc  fc- 
veral  fliips  here  that  cannot  be  dif- 
patched. 

During  the  courfe  of  laft  year,  there 
were  upwards  of  thirty- fix  French  vef- 
fels  at  the  Cape ;  but  notwithftanding 
they  have  fuch  numbers  of  fhips  in  thefe 
Teas,  their  politics  and  power  is  at  a  very 
low  ebb  in  India. 

The  common  wine  made  here  is  ex¬ 
ceeding  plcafant,  and  is  fold  to  the 
Dutch  in  Cape  Town  as  low  as  twelve 
rix-dollars  the  Icagre.  The  greatrft 
quantities  may  be  made,  as  the  grapes 
arc  railed  with  very  little  trouldc.  But 
the  beft  wine  is  made  at  Conftance,  and 
an  adjoining  plantatfon  ahciUt  12  or  14 
miles  from  the  town,  which  we  have 
been  to  fee. 

But  the  Dutch  company  contradl  for 
moft  of  this  wine,  and  ffrangerscan  frl- 
dom  have  it  from  the  firft  havuls.  We 
tailed  of  it,  both  red  and  whiles  but

ealily ;  and  what  is  Inokc  troin  the  fides 
id  the  mountain  re.iihly  tails  ti)  tlie  foot 
of  it ;  while  in  other  mines  the  ore, with 
great  trouble  and  coll,  is  dug  from  the 
bowels  of  the  eartii.  The  only  incon¬ 
venience  which  happens  here  is,  that 
the  land,  whieii  is  loilgid  in  very  great 
(juantiti'‘s  in  the  filViires,  when  the  ore 
i,.  blown  up,  falls  with  it  to  the  loot  of- 
trie  mountain,  and  hurivs  or  covers  it, 
which  they  arc  forced  to  dig  away  again'; 
on  wrdch  account  tliey  always  blow  up 
t}4e  ore  from  the  bottom  of  the  moun- 
taih  upwards,  for  the  greater  cafe  of  the 
miners,  and  to  hinder  the  heaping  of  tHe 
land  at  the  bottom. 

Ji  -i  Account  of  fo^ne  Kcmarkalflr  Things- 
in  tit  Life  <jf  the  A'jsl  di.  Paris. 

K  was  the  eldelf  Ion  of  an  antient, 
ricli,  and  honourable  family,  and 
1  her-  lore  born  to  an  opulciit  fortune,: 
tiu'ugli  b.is  fattier,  when  he  faw  his  turn 
o!  mind,  vtny  prudently  left  him  but  a 
p.M*t  of  it,  and  that  in  the  hands,  and  un¬ 
der  the  care  of  a  younger  brother.  But 
though  lie  Itiii  had  an  ample  provifion 
irad.e  hu*  liim,  he  v(>lnnt,u*ily  deprived 
lumlth  v).'  rtl!  t.ie  convcnieiicies,  and 
even  ll.e  necedaries  of  lile.  He  chofe 
one  ob.'ciiie  hole  i.r  eotta'j:e  alter  ano- 
tl.er,  to  live  in,  and  oft.*n  mixed  with 
b.ggar  ,  whom  he  icfembled  fo  mucii  in 
hr,,  eiiltom.s,  !b:did  and  tattered  garb,, 
and  irmuiei  ot  his  hfe,  that  he 

vv.is  lometnncs  tihen  i or  o!»e  ;  and  was 
riur  biller  pdearrd,  th.^'ii  w  lieu  this  exr 
p  'Uil  him  in  the  lireels  ,u'J  ways  tode- 
Tihi.u  and  contempt.  Poverty  was  whirt 
he  lo  much  .ihected,  tl^t  thoi:eh  he  ap- 
plievi  to  ins  brother  for  wii.it  his  father 
!i  ul  l  it  lii.n,  yci,  tiiat  lie  nhght  not  have 
l.iv  appLa’aiiee  ot  b»;ng  rlc.h,  }.e  t  hofe 
not  111  take  it  :is  wliat  was  !;.g.iliy  due  to 
h.m,  but  to  iuppi’c.Mc  for  it  in  the  hum- 
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>)ieft  term?,  ns  for  an  aims  freely  beftow- 
cd  upon  a  niifcrdWc  objufl  that  had  no¬ 
thing  of  his  own.  And  yet,  afterwards, 
in  hi*  laft  will,  he  difpofed  of  it  as  his 
own,  to  various  ufes,  as  he  thought  fit, 
tfpecially  for  the  benefit  of  thofe  w'ho 
had  been  fuflerers  for  the  Janfenift  caufe. 
For  fcveral  of  the  laft  years  of  his  life,  he 
feemed  to  make  it  his  bulinefs  to  con¬ 
trive  always  U't  weaken,  harrafs,  and 
torment  his  body,  and  thereby  to  haften 
his  own  death.  Whilft  he  gave  away 
his  income  to  the  poor,  he  himfelf  vo¬ 
luntarily  endined  all  the  evils  and  hard- 
fiiips  which  attend  the  extremity  of 
want  and  poverty.  Mean  and  wretched 
was  his  garb  ;  black  bread,  water  and 
herbs,  hut  without  oil,  lalt,  or  vinegar, 
or  any  thing  to  give  them  favour,  was 
Ids  only  fuficnance,  and  that  but  once  a- 
day.  lie  lay  upon  the  ground,  and  was 
worn  away  with  continual  watching. 
After  his  death  was  found  his  hair  fiiirt, 
an  iron  crofs,  a  girdle,  a  ftomacher,  and 
bracelets,  of  the  fame  metal,  all  belluck 
with  Oiarp  points.  Thcfe  were  the  in- 
tlruments  of  penance  with  which  he  was 
wont  to  chaftife  himfelf,  the  plain  marks 
of  which  .he  Imre  in  his  body.  }>y  fiich 
a  conrfe  he  brought  himl’elf  not  only  in¬ 
to  great  weaknefs  of  body,  but  into  dif- 
order  of  mind,  and  this,  which  was  the 
naiur.il  effects  of  his  manner  of  living, 
he  attributed  to  the  influence  of  the  de¬ 
vil,  whom  God  had,  in  juft  judgment, 
permitted  to  punifli  him  for  his  fins. 
And  in  iiio’iiring  into  the  caufes  of  the 
divine  difpleafare,  he  fixed  upon  this, 
that  he  had  Hill  too  great  a  love  for 
human  learning  and  ktu)wlc<lgc ;  and 
therefore,  from  thenceforth  dul  all  he 
couid  toniveJl  lumfclf  it,  and  would* 
have  fold  liis  wcll  furniftied  librarv’,  if  lie 
bad  not  been  prevented  l.y  fonie  of  his 
friends, \v  hofeinterelt  it  wastopreferveit. 

For  two  years  t(>gcther  he  icfufctl  to 
come  to  the  holy  flipper,  under  pretence 
tliat  it  was  rr»t  lawlid  for  fiim  to  come, 
G®d  having  recjuired  him  to  abftain  from 
it :  and  it  was  witfi  great  difficulty  that 
he  was  brought  to  it  at  laft,  by  the 
threatcHHtgs,  and  even  reproaches  of  hw 
confeft'or.  Filially,  that  no  kind  of  mi- 
fery  might  be  wanting  to  him,  he  chofe 
for  his  companion,  to  dwell  with  him  io 
his  cottage,  a  man  that  was  looked  upon 
to  be  crazy,  ami  who  trcatCil  him  in  the 
moft  injurious  manner.  He  did  all  he 
could  to  hide  himfelf  from  hi«  fi lends  in 


one  feurvy cottage  or  another;  and, about 
a  month  before  his  death,  fixed  himfelf  io 
a  hut  in  the  corner  of  a  garden,  expofed 
to  the  fun  and  wind.  When  by  fuch  fc- 
verities  he  had  brought  himfelf  into  an 
univerfal  bad  habit  of  body,  and  it  was 
vifiblc  to  his  friends,  that  if  he  continu¬ 
ed  in  that  coiirfe,  he  could  not  long  flip- 
port  it,  a  j'hylician  was  called  in,  wdio 
only  defired  him  to  remove  to  a  more 
commodious  habitation,  to  allow  himfelf 
more  fleep,  and  a  better  diet,  and  cfpe- 
cially  to  take  nouriftiing  broths,  for  rc- 
ftoi  ing  his  enfeebled  c<»iiftitution.  But  all 
the  perfliafions  of  his  phylicians,  con- 
fclfor,  and  friends,  and  the  tears  of  an 
only  brother,  could  not  prevail  on  him 
to  follow  an  advice  fl)  reafonable  and 
pradlicable,  though  he  was  alUncd,  that 
if  he  ufed  that  method,  there  was  great 
hope  of  his  recovery,  and  that  his  life 
could  not  be  prefervtd  without  it.  And 
when,  atfiaft,  to  fatisfy  their  importuni¬ 
ty,  be  feemed  fo  far  to  comply  as  to  Fc 
willing  to  take  fume  broth,  it  was  only 
an  appearance  of  complying,  for  he  took 
care  to  give  fuch  orders  to  the  per  foil 
who  was  to  prepare  it  for  hun,  that  it 
really  yielded  little  or  no  nomiftuneiit. 

Thus  it  was  manifeft,  that  heh.iddctcr- 
mined  to  haften,  as  much  as  in  him  lay, 
his  own  death  ;  and  accordingly,'hc  told 
hi^  confeifior,  that  tins  life  had  nothing 
ill  it  to  make  it  worth  a  Chriftiarrs  cave 
to  preferve  it.  His  flk'iids  acknowledge 
tliat  his  (le.atli  was  t!ic  efie<^t  of  the  al^ 
moji  Incred'ilAe  a'ftrit'iei  that  he  exercifid 
(lurlr^  the  lafl  four  u  ars  rf  his  life,  Hm 
great  admire’*,  the  abbe  Asfcld,  teftifies, 
that  he  heard  him  declare  it  as  his  pur- 
pofe  to  yield  himfelf  a  flow  facriiiee  lo 
divine  jufticc.  And  this  his  xrxtr.iordi- 
iiary  comfe  of  aufterities,  together  wuh 
the  zeal  lie  exprelfed  to  the  very  lall  \ir 
the  Janfenift  caufe,  which  he  ftierved  al- 
fo  by  the  difpotition  he  made  in  his  will, 
as  w'ell  ns  by  his  appealing,  as  with  his 
dying  breath,  to  a  future  general  council 
againfi  the  conflitiition  Uoigtnitutf  pro¬ 
cured  him  fo  extrao! dinary  a  icputatior^ 
that  he  has  pafl'ed  for  one  of  the  greateft 
faints  that  ever  appeared  in  the  Chiiftiaii 
church.  No  fooner  vvas  he  dead,  than  an 
inmimefable  mnllitnde  of  people  ran  fo 
his  ccrpfc,  fome  rif  them  kifled  his  feet, 
others  cut  off  pait  of  his  hair,  a.i  a  reme¬ 
dy  againft  all  manner  of  evils  *,  other# 
brought  books  or  bits  of  cloth  to  touch 
F.is  body,  as  believing  it  filled  with  a  di- 
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rinf  virtiif.  Thus  were  they  prepared 
to  Ulicvc  and  cxpe(ft  the  molt  wonder* 
ful  things. 

Wholoever  impartially  confiders  the 
fcveral  things  that  have  been  mentioned, 
will  not  think  the  learned  MoHicim  in 
the  wrong,  when  he  pronoiinceth  that  it 
cannot,  in  conliftency  with  reafon,  be 
fuppoled,  that  God  Ibould  exlraordi- 
naiily  intcipofe  by  his  own  divine  pow¬ 
er,  to  do  honour  to  the  bones  and  aflies 
of  a  man  weak  and  I'upcvfiitioiis  to  a  de¬ 
gree  of  fvdly,  and  who  was  knowingly 
and  ^^ilfn!!y  acceirary  to  his  owm  death. 
]ii  vain  do  iiis  adiiiiiers,  as  he  himfeif 
bit!  dune,  extol  his  then  deftroying  him- 
f«.ir,  as  (*t'"ering  himfeif  up  a  voluntary 
turifiee  to  d.ivine  ir.ftite.  If  a  man 
fliould,  i.  idtr  the  fame  pretence,  dif- 
patch  himfeif  .it  once,  wltli  a  piftol  or 
poniard,  would  this  l>e  tlioupht  a  pro- 
pi  r  juflificatioii  of  his  condiK^l  r  And  yet 
I  fee  not  w’hy  the  pretence  might  not  as 
veil  hold  in  the  one  cafe  as  in  the  othev, 
fi'ire  it  makes  no  great  ditVerciice  wlic- 
tf'.ci  the  de.itli  wa>  fwifur  or  flov^'tr, 
].r>vided  it  w.v»  brought  on  with  a  di li¬ 
berate  intention  .iml  delign.  How'  (lilfe- 
rrnt  is  this  tVoin  the  bc.iutifnl  and  noble 
idea  «  r  riet\  and  virtue  which  the  gof- 
pel  fiii  .11  ll.ee  us  w  itli,  atul  from  the  y'ler- 
fc^^t  patter  i  i)f  inoml  excellence  w’liieh 
is  let  ns  by  our  b’«  fVe  !

The  Scots  officer,  fuppofing  that  the 
French  had  received  a  reinforcement, 
w’hich  had  given  a  different  turn  to  the 
fate  of  the  day,  fiirrendered  his  fword,' 
demanding,  at  the  fame  time,  the  name 
of  liis  conqueror.  “  1  am  (replied  the 
chevalier  in  a  refoUite  tone)  capt.  Bay¬ 
ard,  and  I  not  only  return  you  your 
own  fword,  but  prefent  you  wuth  mine 
likewife,  and  fubmit  to  be  your  prifo- 
ner.**  Some  days  after,  the  ch^'alier 
exprefild  his  intentions  to  depart.— 

“  but  firff.  Sir  (faid  the  Scots  officer), 
your  ranfom  !** — “  and  yours.  Sir  (faid^ 
B.iyard'i  you  w'as  my  pri font r  before  I. 
was  yours  ;  1  therefore  have  the  firft  de¬ 
mand.*’ 

I’iiis  fiiigular  difpute  was  at  lafl  de¬ 
termined  by  the  king  of  England  and 
the  emperor,  who  decreed  that  the  two' 
prifoners  Ihould  mutually  rcleafe  each 
other.  Bayard,  how’ever,  who  had‘ 
made  the  belt  life  of  his  time  w'hile  a 
prifoncr,  and  had  watched  the  difpofi-, 
tions  of  the  allied  armies,  was  compel¬ 
led  to  promife  that  he  wouM  pafs  fix. 
wTcks  in  the  Low  Countries  before  he 
joined  his  colours,  which  he  faithfully 
performed. 

Now  1  have  my  pen  in  my  hand,  I 
fhall  add  one  circiimft  nice  more,  which 
1  t'.iul  recorded  among  the  exploits  of 
this  great  man. 

In  i?2i,  the  imperi.al  .army  attacked 
Me/it  res.  Amis,  provifions,  foldiers,  • 
and  eveiy  thing  elfe  neeelfary  to  fullain 
a  fiege,  were  w  anting  ;  but  Bayard  was 
governor  of  it.  The  Aullrian  general, 
at  the  he.ad  of  a  poweiful  army,  having 
Ic.mmoned  Bayard  to  funender,  he  fent 
b.ick  this  iTii  flage,  “  IVIl  thofe  who  fent 
yv>u,  that,  belorc  f  will  liirrender  a  place 
my  mailer  ha:?  iutruffed  to  my  faith,  I 
w.i!  m.ike  of  tlie  dead  bodies  of  his  ene- 
mh  a  Inch  a  heap,  a.s  Hi.all  form  the  only 
biivige  over  viliich  I  will  pafs  to  quit 

thi'^  j.l^'u.”  Theimpiri.d  artillery  ha- 

vii  p  tleinoliflieJ  a  tower,  and  made  a 
I  k  ch  in  ilic  wrtlls,  the  courage  of  the 
pa-  :l(ni  was  fliaktn  ;  many  of  them  fled 
with  tv  iror  t!no*  the  breach,  fome  Hole 
out  at  the  gates,  and  others,  flil)  more 
»ci  I  ifM-,’.,  thii  w  themfi  lvc.s  f?om  ti.e  top 
o*  the  wall*,  into  the  ditch,  Bayard  rc- 
maini  d  immoveable  ;  he  ordered  the 
breach  to  be  filled  up,  and  having  col- 
h'Ck  d  together  the  few  loldiers  that  re- 
jucuiicd,  “  My  friends  (faivl  he  to  them}/ 
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we  are  too  happy  in  being  delivered 
K  i  from  thcfe  traiterous  cowards,  whofe 


I  timidity  would,  if  pofliblc,  have  damp- 
ed  your  valour  :  they  fliall  not  partake 
h  of  thofe  laurels  which  are  due  to  you 
only.*'  His  example  and  difcourfes  a- 
nimatcd  the  feeble  garrifon,  and  he  gave 
^  a  very  lingular  inllance  of  a  place  almoft 
||  deftroyed  defending  itlelf  for  lix  weeks, 

if!  with  lefs  than  a  thoufand  men,  againlt 

an  army  of  thirty-five  thoufand,  and  a 
very  heavy  artillery. 

'I'he  bad  fortifications  of  a  place  were 
never  a  fulficient  reafon  to  Bayard  to 
capitulate;  he  thought  there  was  no 
place  fo  weak  as  not  to  be  defended  by 
^  bravery.  R-

My  mind,  during  the  whole  courfc  of 
my  ftudies,  had  Bill  been  infenfible  to 
the  polifli  of  refinement ;  and  now  that . 
it  had  efcaped  from  parental,  as  well  as 
academical  rcltraint,  it  openly  refumed 
all  its  native  wildnefs  and  ferocity.  As  . 
the  dog  returns  to  his  vomit— as  the 
fow  that  has  been  walhcd  returns  to  her 
wallowing  in  the  mire,  fo  1,  after  having 
been  whipped  through  the  grammar*, 
fchool,  and  hooted  through  the  uni- . 
verfity,  returned  from  the  academic 
bower  to  the  fticep-cot,  and  from  my 
fellow-ftudents  to  my  cows  and  my 
horfes,  as  to  a  let  of  beings  more  con¬ 
genial  to  the  rudenefs  of  my  natural  dift 
piifitions.

tion  !  I  looked  back  with  difgufl  upon 
the  fphcrc  from  which  1  fell,  and  in 
which  I  was  doomed  to  occupy  the 
moft  inferior  ftation  ;  but  I  beheld,  with 
the  uimoft  complacence,  the  ftation 
which  I  now  poflefs,  and  in  which  I  was 
born  to  doniinccr  and  to  tyrannize.  I 
applied  to  myfelf  thefe  words  which  the 
Knglifh  epic  poet  applied  on  a  fimilar 
occafion,  and  which  I  fhall  reltfve  for 
the  motto  of  my  next  paper.

You  cannot  think 
(continued  (he)  what  a  number  of  fooliih 
and  necdlefs  expences  Mr  Supple  puts 
himfelf  to  upon  account  of  bis  grand  al¬ 
liances  ;  Though  he  is  now  reduced  to 
a  couple  of  lliiils,  and  thofe  pieced  in 
every  part,  yet  he  always  puts  on  the  fi¬ 
ned  llecves,  and  worked  or  laced  ruffles, 
whenever  he  comes  in  fight,  or  even 
within  hearing  of  his  opulent  coufins, 
and  inal<es  me  lay  afide  much  more  ne- 
celfary  employment  to  drefs  his  hair ; 
an  occupation  he  would  not  have  it 
knowm  that  1  follow  on  any  account; 
but  talks  as  familiarly  of  his  ff  iftur  as  if 
he  paid  one  half  a-crown  a  time  for 
making  him  appear  cpiitc  out  of  charac¬ 
ter  :  But  you  know,  Sir,  if /je  chufes  to 
look  ridiculous,  that  is  nothing  to  me  : — 
be  fliould  not  defire  to  make  fools  of  his 
wife  and  his  children,  who  are  willing 
to  work  hard,  and  to  favc  what  they 
can  :  but  our  induftry  is  on  no  account 
to  he  publicly  known  or  encouraged  :

contented  with  fliew  ing  the  world  that 
he  may  put  his  face  into  a  corner  of  Sir 
William’s  or  my  lord’s  anti-chambers  ; 
he  inuft  alfo  invite  them  to  his  little  re¬ 
treat — his  country  box — puffing  off  the 
w^hole  houfe  as  his  ow’ii,  though  it  really 
belongs  to  a  confidcrablc  dealer  in  hogs, 
who  only  occupies  the  lower  rooms  in 
it,  and  the  out-honfes,  which  (tink  as  if 
they  were  inhabited  by  a  thonfand  pole¬ 
cats.  When  our  great  relations  conde- 
feend  to  honocm  ns  with  a  vifitf  it  puts 
us  into  fuch  a  ferment,  though  it  is  only 
to  drink  a  difh  of  tea,  and  eat  a  plate  of 
fruit,  tl’.at  we  hardly  recover  it  in  a  fort¬ 
night.  A  month’s  abfiinence  from  food, 
indeed,  will  hardly  aftbrd  fuch  a  rcpafl 
as  Mr  Supple  chufes  to  fet  before  the 
exalted  jiart  of  ills  family,  as  he  will  net 
oti'er  them  tea  under  a  guinea  a.poiind, 
with  every  thing  in  proportion  ;  and  he 
Iws  purch.ifed  a  couple  of  plates  of  an 
enormous  price,  oiJy  to  held  ftrawber- 
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ries,  for  the  payment  of  which  he  pawn¬ 
ed  my  wedding-gown,  telling  me,  that 
it  was  becon.c  trightfully  old-fa(hioned» 
that  it  was  fo  heavy  and  cUimfy  as  to 
be  totally  ungcntecl ;  and  that  no  people 
of  faduon  wore  fuch  cloaths.~To  tUf 
laft  afi'ertioa  I  w  as  very  ready  to  give 
ray  affent ;  bat  1  told  Mr  Supple,^at  the 
fame  lime,  that  I  had  not  the  ni^hicft- 
pretenfions  to  the  title  of  a  woman  of 
iafiiion,  as  my  relations  had  all  b^n  in- 
duitrious  people  in  trade  ;  adding,  that 
iny  gowm  was,  I  thought,  very  fit  for 
my  wear,  and  might  have  laltcd  many 

years. - He  brought  home  ycllcrday 

this  ridiculous  taffcJ  to  hang  dangling  on 
my  gUTs  cap,  bccaufc,  he  faid,  ihe  was 
not  fit  to  wait  on  the  countefs  if  flie  did 
not  look  like  other  people. — Now,  you 
know,  Sir,  that  to  appear  out  of  charac¬ 
ter  is  alw'ays  to  look  like  a  fool.”

Sir,  too 
many  people  who  think  like  Mr  Supple^ 
to  the  great  misfortune  of  thofe  who  be¬ 
long  lo  them,  f  cannot  help  being  lorry, 
1  eonfefs,  when  I  hear  fuch  a  multitude 
of  new  titles,  left  their  poor  reJatlonf 
fhould  have  juft  as  much  rcafon  to  dread 
the  name  of  a  hrd  as  I  have.” 

Juft  as  Mrs  Supple  had  clofcd  her  nar¬ 
rative  with  this  very  pertinci.t  obferva- 
tion,  the  coachman,  agreeably  to  her  di- 
reilions,  Hopped  within  a  few  yards  of 
the  great  houfe  to  which  ihe  was  going, 
and  to  which,  wilhing  me  a  good  mor¬ 
ning,  (lie,  with  her  danghUis,  dabuied 
with  all  pofiiblc  expedition.

It  was  with 
this  view’  that,  being  peculiarly  called 
10  ibis  unpleafant  ofllce,  I  endeavoured, 
fome  time  ago,  in  a  fmall  traft,  intitlcd, 
A  Dialogue  betoaern  Ehilah  tb&s  and  Bene^ 
I'olujf  to  obviate  a  plaufible  apology  for 
the  miracles  of  the  church  of  Rome, 
and  for  tranfubftantiation  ;  and,  as  that 
author  has  thought  proper  to  make  biB 
appearance  again  in  the  fame  caufe,  un¬ 
der  the  dcfignation  of  a  Lover  of  Truth 
and  Merit,  1  prefume  it  w  ill  not  be  dif- 
agrceable  to  all  fneere  lovers  of  truth, 
and  of  the  reformed  religion,  to  hear 
that  a  fatisfadlory  reply  to  that  gentle¬

deteded  both  by  the  writer  and  reader, 
is  curious  and  philofophical ;  iiKleed  too 
much  fo  to  prove  entertaining  to  the 
generality  of  readers :  The  expediency 
of  fuch  an  inveftigation,  however,  is  ob¬ 
vious  from  the  introdudory  paragi'Xph. 

“  Before  quitting^  *  the  fubjed  of 
perfpicuity  (fays  he),  it  will  not  be  amifs 
to  inquire  into  the  caufc  of  this  (trange 
phccnomenon ;  that  even  a  man  of  dif- 
cemment  Ihould  write  without  mean¬ 
ing,  and  not  be  fenhble  that  he  htith  no 
meaning  $  and  that  judicious  people 
fhould  read  what  hath  been  written  in 
this  way,  and  not  difeover  the  defed. 
Both  are  furprihng  ;  but  the  firft  much 
more  than  the  laft.  A  certain  remiffnefs 
will  at  times  feize  the  mod  attentive 
reader;  whereas  an  autnor  of  difeern* 
ment  is  fuppofed  to  hai^e  carefully  di- 
gefled  all  that  he  writes.  It  is  reported 
of  Lopez  de  Vega,  a  famous  Spanifh 
poet,  that  the  bilhop  of  Beller  being  in 
Spain,  afked  him  to  explain  one  of  his 
fonnets,  which  he  faid  he  had  often  read, 
but  never  underllood.  Lopez  took  up 
the  fonnet,  and,  after  reading  it  over 
and  over  fcveral  times,  frankly  acknow¬ 
ledged  that  he  did  not  underftand  it 
himfelf;  a  ditcovery  which  the  poet 
probably  never  made  before.*' 

In  reply  to  the  objedions  that  may  be 
made  in  favour  of  ^icurity  in  particu¬ 
lar  cafes,  our  author  obferves,  that 

**  Delicacy  often  requires  that  certain 
{entiments  be  rather  infinuated  than  ex- 
prefled ;  in  other  words,  that  they  be 
notdiredly  fpoken,  but  that  fuffident 
ground  be  given  to  infer  tliem  from 
what  is  fpoken.  Such  fentimenU  arc, 
though  improperly,  confidered  as  cd»- 
Icurely  cxprcfTcd,  for  this  fpecial  reafbn, 
that  it  is  not,  by  the  firft  operation  of  the 
intclled,  an  apprebenfion  of  the  mean¬ 
ing  of  what  is  laid,  but,  by  a  fccond  ope-

ty,  it  it  an  obfeurity  which  is  totiUf 
diftind  from  obfeurity  of  language. 

That  this  matter  may  be  befl|l 
underftood,  we  muft  carefully  difti^ 
guifh  between  the  thought  exprefTed  and 
the  thought  hinted.  The  latter  may  be 
affirmed  to  be  obfeure,  becaufe  it  is  not 
exprefTed,  but  hinted ;  whereas  the  for¬ 
mer,  with  which  alone  perfpicuity  of 
ftile  is  concerned,  muft  always  be  ex- 
prelTed  with  cleamefs,  otherwife  the 
fentiment  will  never  be  confidered  at 
either  beautiful  or  delicate  f.  1  fhall 
illuftrate  this  by  examples. 

No  fubjed  requires  to  be  treated 
more  delicately  than  praife,  cfpccially 
when  it  is  given  to  a  perfon  prefent. 
Flattery  is  fo  naufeous  to  a  liberal  fpirit, 
that,  even  when  praife  is  merited,  it  is 
difagreeable,  at  leaft  to  unconcerned 
hearers,  if  it  appear  in  a  garb  which 
adulation  aiTumes.  For  this  reafon,  an 
encomium  or  compliment  never  foc- 
ceeds  fo  well  as  when  it  is  indired.  It 
then  appears  to  cfcape  the  fpeaker  una¬ 
wares,  at  a  time  that  be  feemt  to  have 
no  intention  to  commend.  Of  this  kind 
the  following  ftory  will  ferve  as  an  ex¬

Such  a  trifling  minutenefs,  therefore,  in 
narration,  delcription,  or  argument,  as 
an  ordinal*)’’  apprehenfion  would  render 
fiiperfluous,  is  apt  quickly  to  difgud  us. 
The  reafon  is,  not  becaufe  any  thing  is 
faid  too  perfpicuoufly,  but  becaufe  ma¬ 
ny  things  are  faid  which  ought  not  to  be 
faid  at  all.  Nay,  if  thofe  vci^  things 
had  been  exprefled  obfeurely  (and  the 
moft  obvious  things  may  be  exprefled 
obfeurely),  the  fault  would  have  been 
much  greater,  becaufe  it  would  have  re¬ 
quired  a  good  deal  of  attention  to  difeo- 
ver  what,  after  we  had  difeovered  it,  we 
fliould  perceive  not  to  be  of  fufficient 
value  for  requiting  our  pains.  To  an 
author  of  this  kind  we  ihould  be  apt  to 
apply  the  charader  which  Baflanio  in 
the  play  gives  of  Gratiano’s  converfa- 
4ion :  **  He  fpeaks  an  infinite  deal  of 

*  nothing.  His  reafons  are  as  two 

*  grains  of  wheat  hid  in  two  bufliels  of 
‘  chaff :  you  fliall  feck  all  day  'ere  you 
‘  find  them,  and  when  you  have  them, 

they  arc  not  worth  the  fearch  f.*' — 
It  is  therefore  futility  in  the  thought, 
^nd  not  perfpicuity  in  the  language, 

f  ShakefpfAre^ s  Merchant  of  Fenice, 


which  is  the  fault  of  fuch  performances. 
There  is  as  liulc  hazard  that  a  piece 
(hall  be  faulty  in  this  reij^edt,  as  that  a 
mirror  (hall  be  too  faithful  in  refledihg 
the  images  of  objects,  or  that  the  glaflTca 
of  a  telefcope  fhall  be  too  tranfparent. 

At  the  fame  time,  it  is  not  to  be 
diflembled  that,  with  inattenlive  rea¬ 
ders,  a  pretty  numerous  claf8,.darkner8 
frequently  pafles  for  depth.  To  be  per- 
fpicuous,  on  the  contrary,  and  to  be  fu- 
perficial,  arc  regarded  by  them  as  fyno- 
nymous.  But  it  is  not  furcly  to  their 
abfurd  notions  that  our  language  ought 
to  be  adapted. 

“  It  is  proper,  how'cvcr,  before  I  dif- 
mifs  this  fubje^,  toobferve,  that  every 
kind  of  ftile  doth  not  admit  an  equal 
degree  of  perfpicuity.  In  the  ode,  for 
inflance,  it  is  difficult,  fometimes  per¬ 
haps  impplfiblc,  to  reconcile  the  utmoft 
perfpicuity  with  that  force  and  vivacity 
w'hich  the  fpecics  of  compofition  re¬ 
quires  :  but,  even  in  this  cafe,  though 
we  may  juftly  fay,  that  the  genius  of  the 
performance  renders  obfeurity  to  a  cer¬ 
tain  degree  excufeable,  nothing  can  ever 
conftitute  it  an  excellence :  Nay,  it  may 
flill  be  affirmed  with  truth,  that  the 
more  a  writer  can  reconcile  this  qiulity 
of  perfpicuity  with  that  which  is  the  dif- 
tinguifhing  excellence  of  the  fpecies  of 
compofition,  his  fuccefs  will  be  the 
greater.”

‘‘  Refolved,  That  it  is  the  opinion  of 
this  houlc,  that  no  meafures  Ihuuld  bf 
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left  uneflaycd  to  e ftabliili  the  liberties  of 
America,  and  to  place  them  as  far  as  may 
be  out  of  the  reach  of  fraudulent 
fehemes  to  fubvert  them  by  ncgocia- 
tion;  and  that  this  colony  Ihould  not 
enter  into  any  treaty  or  correfl^ondcnce 
with  the  court  of  Great  Britain,  or  with 
any  perfon  or  perfons  under  that  autho- 
rity,but  through  the  medium  of  the  con¬ 
tinental  congrefs.

Netw-Torkf  June  2.  “  My  hopes  of 
feeing  affairs  between  the  mother-coun¬ 
try  and  the  Americans  accommodated 
are  now  at  an  end.  The  faCt  is,  the 
peopHe  here  w’ill  do  nothing  pacific  till 
there  is  a  total  change  in  your  admini- 
ftration.  They  affure  themfelves,  if  the 
party  that  now  oppofes  government  on 
your  fide  the  w^ater  were  in  power,  they 
w'ould  obtain  every  favour  and  every 
conceffion.  In  (liort,  they  are  intirely 
ingroffed  by  the  ideas  of  reparation  and 
independence,  and  feem  refolvcd  never 
to  grant  fupplies  in  any  mode  or  pro¬ 
portion  whatever.” 

H.Jifax,  yune  9.  “  Though  all  man¬ 
ner  of  provifions  arc  almoll  doubled  to 
w  hat  they  ufed  to  be  here,  by  the.fup- 
plying  of  the  troops,  yet  neverthelefs 
we  arc  in  faCt  much  happier  than  the  in¬ 
habitants  of  the  refractory  colonies.  No 
man  there  dare  deliver  his  opinion,  or 
even  hint  any  thing  difrefpeCtful  to  the 
congrefs,  how'ever  true,  without  being 
in  danger  of  a  prifon,  tarred  and  fea¬ 
thered,  or  perhaps  a  halter.  A  gentle¬ 
man  who  is  come  from  New-York  pro¬ 
vince  fays,  that  a  friend  of  his,  in  Du- 
chrfs  county,  having  a  pretty  large 
mortgage  on  an  eftate  there,  being  offer¬ 
ed  payment  for  it  in  contiuentdl'  paper 
money,  refufed  to  take  it.  The  com¬ 
mittee  were  acquainted  thereof,  and  the 
gentleman  fummoned  to  appear  before 
tliem.  He  obeyed  their  fummons,  and 
acknowledged  the  truth  of  what  had 
been  told  them  of  his  refulal ;  he  faid  hd 
had  lent  cafh  on  the  mortgage,  and  ex-^ 
pc^ed  the  like  in  return.  This  plea  did 
not  latisty  the  committee ;  he  w'as  ac¬ 
cordingly  voted  inimical  to  America, 
and  all  intercourlc  with  him  forbid, to 
the  united  colonic?,  and  he  fenterced  to 
pay  the  expences  of  the  publication 
thereof,  which  however  did  not  amount' 
to  much,  lu  tbls  dilemma  having  his 
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effe^s  in  fuch  a  manner  as  not  to  be 
able  immediately  to  leave  the  colonies^ 
he  knew  not  what  to  do,  but  was  at 
length  forced  of  neceflity  to  fign  a  wri¬ 
ting,  wherein  he  confefled  his  taiilt  and 
forrow  for  it,  humbly  afking  pardon  for 
the  fame,  and  promihng  never  to  be 
guilty  of  the  like  again,  or  of  offending 
any  of  the  refolutions  of  the  congrefs, 
when  they  vouchfafed  to  reftore  him  to 
favour :  but  1  find  he  is  getting  all  his 
effects  together  to  leave  them  as  foon  as 
poffible. 

“  The  Hilfborough  packet  brings  you 
this,  and  will  fave  me  the  trouble  of  gi¬ 
ving  you  the  accounts  of  this  place, 
which  I  make  no  doubt  but  will  be  made 
public  as  foon  as  fhe  arrives.  I  can  af- 
fure  you  the  troops  are  in  tine  fpirits, 
very  hearty  ;  and  though  we  could  not 
accommodate  them  fo  well  as  we  could 
wifh,  yet  nevcrthelcfs  they  are  very  hap¬ 
py  and  contented.  I  fuppofe  we  lhall 
lofe  them  to-morrow,  with  the  general, 
as  they  are  almolt  embarked,  except  the 
two  battalions  of  marines,  who 'having 
fuffered  very  fevertly  in  the  affair  of 
Bunkcr*s-lli!i,  are  to  flay  in  garrifoii 
here." 

Part  of  a  letter  from  Philadelphiay  dated 
h/Liy  28. 

“  We  know  the  language  of  minifte- 
rial  fycophants  is,  that  independence  has 
been  always  our  aim.  We  deny  it. 
Our  independence  will  continue  no  lon¬ 
ger  than  your  obftinacy  and  cruelty. 
Can  you  blame  us  for  this  ?  We  alk, 
we  wifli  for  no  more  than  the  privileges 
of  Britilh  fiibjeds,  and  we  will  have 
that,  or  bid  you  an  everlaffing  adieu. 
You  rob  us  of  our  hi^h- rights,  you  de- 
Itroy  our  charters,  you  burn  our  towns 
and  villages,  you  murder  our  wives  and 
children,  you  block  up  our  trade,  and 
you  plunder  us  of  our  property,  and, 
for  tcmonflrating  againft  fuch  cruelty, 
we  arc  deemed  rebels.

“  Since  my  lart,  when  the  king^s 
tro  »ps  left  us,  nothing  very  material  has 
hat>r»ene«T.  The  provinciaLs,  from  their 
fir  ft  canning  into  this  town,  hare  been 
vc^'y  bufy  in  fortifying  the  hills,  and 
t!irowing  up  works  on  every  place  lliat 
comminds  i!k*  liarhoiir,  expecting,  I 
fupi>i.fe,  anol.KT  vilit  from  the  king’s 
;  and  feveral  velfels  arc  fitting 
oiU  here  as  privateers,  from  i6  to  28 
gir.j They  endeavour  to  enfnare  the 
feaincn  t)f  all  the  prizes  they  take,  by 
fai*"  words  and  hue  proinifes.  Four  of 
capt.  FiL'ze’s  men  have  entered  on 
ht*a'-d  tint  of  them.  Yeuerdayan  Ame¬ 
rican  veUVl*  a  nich  had  been  taken  by  a 
king's  frigate,  and  <1  midlhipman  and 
h  inds  put  on  bixird  to  carry  her  to  Ha¬ 
lifax,  was,  by  the  pilot  they  took  in, 
brou  ght  into  this  harbour  and  feciired, 
and  now  lies  fafe,  and  the  officer  and 
men  are  made  prifoners.  A  fifty  gun 
ihtp  and  two  frigates  lie  here,  to  prevent 
any  Britilh  veHils  falling  into  the  hands 
of  the  provincial.!,  from  their  not  know¬ 
ing  of  the  ev.ienatiun  ;  but  two  have 
been  alre.  idy  taken  in  this  harbour  iiot- 
wi I h 'landing,  in  fpiie  of  all  the  endea¬ 
vour'^  to  prevent  it.

Letters  from  Berlin  advife,  that  a'meA 
fenger  was  juft-  arrived  from  Petert 
burgh  ;  and  that  there  w'as  a  report  that 
a  very  dangerous  confpiracy  had  hetii 
difeovered :  The  aim  of  it  was  againft 
the  life  of  the  emprefs,  and  to  place  the 
grand  duke  on  the  throne,  but  it  had 
been  difeovered  by  an  intercepted  pa¬ 
per.  There  were  only  three  perfoni 
fuppofed  to  be  privy  to  it,  and  they 
W'cre  all  fled. 

A  letter  from  Berlin  fays,  “  A  perfoa 
is  lately  condemned  to  imprifonment, 
and  to  be  kept  on  bread  and  water,  for 
pubfiffiing  a  pamphlet,  inlitled  The  Auc* 
lion  of  Volandf* 

Some  advices  from  Alkcfund  in  Swe¬ 
den  mention,  that  a  dreadful  fire,  which 
broke  out  there  on  the  6th  of  June  lall, 
had  burnt  down  all  that  little,  rich,  and 
populous  town,  which  is  fituated  in  the 
middle  of  the  province  of  Ncricia.  ’The 
public  buildings,  and  all  the  iron  manu- 
fai5tories,  not  excepting  thofe  of  Nagels, 
were  likewife  confumed.  Two  old  w'O- 
mcn  periilied  in  the  flames.  Notwdth- 
itanding  the  uuiverfal  diftrefs,  fome  per- 
fons  were  wicked  enough  to  plunder  the 
unfortunate  fntferers  :  however,  two  of 
them  were  taken,  and  condemned  to 
die. 

Extrail  of  a  letter  from  Ll/borii  to  a  gett* 
tleman  in  Briflol^  dated  yuue  I  a. 

“  While  1  was  at  Lagos,  the  duke  de 
Chartres  arrived  there  in  the  la  Pro¬ 
vence  of  64  guns,  where  he  found  the 
la  Solitaire  alto  of  64  guns,  and  the  reft 
of  tile  rrench  fleet,  which  confifted  of 
fifteen  fill.  One  of  the  officers  inform¬ 
ed  me  (hey  were  expected  to  rendezvous 
there  in  a  feu'  days  ;  but  letters  from 
Cadiz  of  lalt  port  mention  the  arrival 
there  of  Monf.  dc  Bougainville  (whom  I 
t.iw  at  Lagos,  and  is  fccond  captain  on 
board  the  duke’s  Ihip},  in  a  fmall  ten¬ 
der,  early  in  the  morning  ;  and  that,  in 
the  evening  of  the  fame  day,  the  whole 
Spanith  fleet  left  Cadiz,  except  two  vef- 
Icis,  which  were  then  not  quite  ready, 
but  wiMe  ordered  to  follow'  w  ith  all  ex¬ 
pedition  ;  and  lall  Saturday  accounts 
Were  laid  to  have  been  received  that  the 
two  fleets  were  joined,  and  were  aiftual- 
ly  cruizing  in  llie  Streights  of  Gibraltar. 
Certain  it  is  that  <lifpatches  of  no  fmall 
iuqxirtancc  have  been  received  here,  as 
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the  packet  which  carries  this*  and  was 
to  have  failed  the  next  day,  has  been  put 
off  from  failing  no  lefs  than  five  feveral 
times  ;  and  the  two  laft  when  there  was 
another  packet  in  the  harbour:  A  pro¬ 
ceeding  fo  very  extraordinary,  that  our 
politicians  here  raife  fhrewd  conjec¬ 
tures,  and  fbretel  events  that  will  put  an 
end  to  the  general  repofe  of  Europe,  as 
fome  defign  mud  be  the  motive  of  thefc 
united  and  powerful  armaments  ;  and, 
as  we  are  certain  they  are  not  intended 
againd  the  Moors,  there  is  too  much 
reafon  to  fufpe<d  they  are  hodile  to  the 
intereds  of  Great  Britain.*' 

A  letter  from  Amderdam  of  July  5. 
lays,  “  The  armaments  in  France  are 
very  confiderable.  Seamen  are  taken 
into  the  king’s  fcrvicc  in  every  port  as 
did  as  they  arrive,  nut  (they  fay)  with  a 
view  of  entering  into  a  direA  war  with 
Great  Britain,  but,  in  the  fird  place,  to 
put  their  Wed  India  illands  in  a  proper 
date  of  defence  ;  and,  in  the  next  place, 
to  have  it  more  in  their  power  to  favour 
and  protect  their  trade  with  North  A- 
mcrica,  which  is  of  great  advantage  to 
them.  It  is  certain  that  is  much  en¬ 
couraged  by  their  minidry.  A  confide- 
rablc  quantity  of  rice  is  arrived  at 
Nantz,  which  has  reduced  the  price  of 
that  article  to  19  livres,  and  600  hogf- 
keads  of  tobacco,  which  was  immediate* 
ly  bought  up  by  the  farmers-gencral.** 
A  letter  from  Amderdam,  dated  July 
4.  fays,  “  You  may  acquaint  your 
friends  that  there  are  no  lefs  than  four 
veffels  now  up  here  for  Euftatia,  and 
three  for  Surinam  ;  a  number  of  Eng- 
lifli  are  come  here  to  go  pafltngcrs  in 
them,  and  a  vad  quantity  of  Engliih 
manufaftures  and  merchandizes  fhipped 
on  board.  Great  care  is  taken  that  no 
powder  or  arms  arc  fhipped  for  the  ufc 
of  the  Americans  ;  but  you  know  they 
cannot  prevent  their  fending  arms  and 
ammunition  to  their  ifl.inds,  to  defend 
thcmfelves  againd  the  negroes. — I'hus 
is  the  trade  carried  on  by  the  Dutch, 

who  would  carry  fulphur  to  the  D - 

if  they  could  get  any  thing  by  it.** 
Letters  from  Lifbon,  brougfit  by  the 
Camberwell,  capL  Forbes,  mention, 
that  on  the  19th  of  June,  four  fhips 
from  America  arrived  at  that  port, 
which  had  brought  valuable  cargoes. 
They  were  order^  to  traflick  for  muf- 
quets,  powder,  dec.  but  were  bound  to 
particular  port. 

,  Wliile  the  Noribumb.cr]and  Indtaman 
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was  at  Lifbon  to  repair  her  damages,  a- 
bout  two  months  ago,  it  is  Dud,  that  no 
lefs  than  27  provincial  fhips  came  in, 
laden  with  corn,  dec.  they  fold  their  car¬ 
goes,  and  afterwards  their  fhips,  and 
were  loaded  again  on  account  of  the 
Portuguefe,  and  cleared  at  the  cuftom* 
houfe  for  Leghorn,  to  avoid  the  Engliih 
cruizers. — The  old  Earl  of  Lincoln  In- 
diaman,  lately  brought  here  and  repair¬ 
ed  for  the  Portuguefe,  w’as  riding  in  the 
Tagus,  deeply  laden,  and  conunanded 
by  a  late  chief  mate  of  one  of  our  Iiidia- 
men,  and  waiting  for  an  opportunity  t® 
get  out.  He  told  the  Northumberland's 
people  that  he  bound  to  Leghorn*  • 
A  letter  from  liondtiras,  dated  May  6. 
fays,  “  We  were  greatly  alarmed  the  o- 
tlier  day  by  an  exprefs  boat  from  Biack- 
river,  Mufqiiito-ihore,  bringing  an  ac¬ 
count  of  two  pirates,  or  giurda  codas,, 
putting  in  before  their  bar,  under  Dutch 
colours,  and  boarding  and  carrying  to 
fea  a  latgc  (loop,  commanded  by  David 
Miller,  lately  arrived  from  London,  with 
all  on  board ;  the  captain  and  gentle¬ 
men  palTeiigcrs  were  on  fhore  when  this, 
happened.  It  has  thrown  the  inhftbi- 
tafits  of  the  Black-river  into  great  gon- 
ftilion,  infomuch  that  tliey  have  gone  to 
the  expence  of  fending  an  exprefs  to  Ja¬ 
maica,  with  application  to  the  governor 
aiHl  a<tmiral  forredrefs  and  protofitaon.’* 
A  letter  from  Jamaica  fays,  **  ABoi>p 
of  war  belonging  to  admiral  G;iyton*t 
iqiiadron,  and  two  armed  tenders,  fell 
in  with,  off  Cuba,  fomc  Spanifli  guarda 
codas,  and  a  ftiip  belonging  to  Kjng- 
fton,  which  the  Spaniards  had  taken, 
under  the  old  pretence  of  carrying  on  a 
clandcdinc  traffic.  However,  the  (loop 
and  tenders  infilling  on  the  merchant 
veffel  being  'delivered  up,  an  engage- 
incut  enfiied,  when  th^  retook  her, 
beat  the  guarda  codas  off,  and  brought 
her  fafe  into  port.  The  above  affair 
has  made  muchnoife  here,  and  the  ad- 
n\ir>'^i  has  fent  a  fchooner  to  the  Havan- 
nah,  with  one  of  liis  own  ofBcers 
board,  to  enquire  farther  into  the  mat¬ 
ter.** 

'  A  letter  from  Jamaica,  fays,  ‘‘  The 
fnow,  King  of  Bohemia,  commandrd  by 
a  lieutenant  of  the  navy,  fitted  out  ar 
Port  Royal  as  an  armed  ciuizcr,  has  ta¬ 
ken  near  Cape  Francois  an  AmcrtcHU 
veffel  under  French  coloiirn:  fhe  was 
bound  to  Philadelphia,  and  bad  three 
French  perfons  of  eminence  on  board.

fort  very  biifliel  of  corn,  ptafe,  or  beans, 

/i  d. ;  for  every  firkin  of  butter,  is.; 
fiir  every  hogfliead  of  fifli,  s. :  all 
which  premiums  arc  to  be  paid  in  gold 
and  lilvcr  within  twenty  days  after  the 
f.ile  of  the  aforefaid  articles.

purpofe.  After  garrifoning  of  Bofton, 
the  reft  of  the  army  marched  in  divifions 
for  New- York. 

The  following  ihips  have  been  ta¬ 
ken  by  the  provincials  in  Bofton  Har¬ 
bour,  in  fight  of  the  men  of  war  : 
—  The  brig  William,  Richard  Pine 
mailer,  from  St  MichacPs,  with  wine 
and  fruit. —  The  (hip  Hope,  cap¬ 
tain  Lumfdale  from  England,  laft  from 
Corkc,  having  on  board  1500  barrels  of 
gun-powder,  all  copper-hooped,  1000 
carabines  with  bayonets,  fcabbards,  and 
ftcel  rammers,  1000  carabine  cartouch 
boxes  and  rings,  with  fundry  travelling 
carriages  for  heavy  cannon,  &c.  a  vail 
variety  of  tools,  implements,  and  necef- 
faries  of  iron  w'are  for  the  army  and  ar¬ 
tillery, — She  is  ellimated  to  be  worth 
near  50,000!.  Sterl.  The  Ihip  had  fix 
carriage  guns  and  twenty  men,  and  was  • 
taken  by  capt.  Mugford’s  vell'el  of  infe¬ 
rior  force  without  firing  a  gun.  The 
enemy  on  board  the  men  of  war,  being 
intolerably  vext  to  fee  her  taken,  armed 
feveral  boats,  and,  in  the  night  ^)arding 
papt.  Mugford*8  vclfel,  he  in  his  defence 
was  killed. — He  was  interred  at  Marble¬ 
head  with  fuitablc  military  honours  by  a 
detachment  of  the  14th  regiment. 

The  Henry  and  James,  a  milling 
tranfport,  is  arrived  at  Halifax.  She 
had  experienced  very  great  hardfliips  in 
her  palTagc,  and'  was  obliged  to  bear  a- 
way  for  one  of  the  Baliama  iHes,  where 
(he  rcpa’red  the  damages  Ihe  had  recei¬ 
ved.  Both  her  fore  and  mr.in  malls 
were  fprung  juft  IktIow  the  cap,  and  Ihe 
had  a  leak  fore  ward  which  required 
their  pumping  every  half  hour ;  to  add 
to  their  misfortunes,  both  their  boats 
were  wallied  overboard,'  together  with 
all  the  live  ll(Kk  belonging  to  the  offi¬ 
cers,  who  for  three  w’ecks  afterwards 
were  obliged  to  live  on  fait  meat  till 
they  got  to  the  Bahamas. 

A  letter  from  on  board  the  Argo  tran¬ 
fport  at  Halifax,  of  Jtine  4.  fays,  “  The 
flortps  of  war  ap«  bringing  in  prizes 
here  every  day.  Two  companies  of  the 
provincials,  each  confiding  of  70  men, 
are  arrived  from  New- York,  and  have 
ojfered  themfelves  to  gen.  Howe,  to 
ferve  in  his  majclly*s  avmy ;  they  fay, 
as  foon  as  the  army  la  ids  in  that  pro¬ 
vince,  that  5000  men  v  ill  join  them.*' 

By  a  letter  from  H.'Iifax  we  are  in¬ 
formed,  that  the  chu  f  dependence  of 
Howe  in  his  expedition  to  New- 


York,  is  on  the  loyalty  of  -  the 
of  the  people  of  that  city  and  province, 
and  the  defedlion  of  the  troops  raifed 
there;  but  above  all,  on  the  extreme 
jcaloufy  the  New-Yorkers  entertain  of 
the  four  New  England  provinces. 

A  report  prevailed  yellerday  at  St 
James’s  end  of  the  town,  that  general 
Howe,  after  landing  with  the  greatell 
part  bf  the  troops  under  his  command, 
near  New- York,  on  the  13th  of  June,* 
was  preparing  to  attack  the  rebel  lines 
when  the  difpatches  came  away.  •

.  they  left  for  the  poor  people  to  take  off. 

We  learn  from  Dublin,  that  there  has 
been  the  greateft  demand  for  provifions 
thefe  fix  months  paft,  that  has  been  fince 
the  laft  war,  Corke  not  being  able  to 
fupply  any  of  the  foreign  markets,  on 
account  of  the  quantity  they  export 
for  government  fervice.
